AN ACT Relating to establishing the Wshington coastal marine
advi sory council and the Washi ngton mari ne resources advi sory council;
amendi ng RCW 43.372.070; adding new sections to chapter 43.143 RCW
creating a new section; and providing an expiration date.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEGQ SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. A newsectionis added to chapter 43.143 RCW
to read as foll ows:

(1) The Washington coastal marine advisory council is established
in the executive office of the governor to fulfill the duties outlined
in section 2 of this act.

(2)(a) Voting nenbers of the Washington coastal marine advisory
council shall be appointed by the governor or the governor's designee.
The council consists of the follow ng voting nenbers:

(1) The governor or the governor's designee;

(i) The director or commssioner, or the director's or
comm ssioner's designee, of the foll ow ng agenci es:

(A) The departnent of ecol ogy;

(B) The departnent of natural resources;

(© The departnent of fish and wldlife;
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(D) The state parks and recreati on conm ssi on;

(E) The departnent of commerce; and

(F) Washi ngton sea grant;

(tit) The followng nenbers of the Wshington coastal nmarine
advi sory council established by the departnment of ecology and as
exi sting on January 15, 2013:

(A) One citizen froma coastal comunity;

(B) Two persons representing coastal commercial fishing;

(C One representative froma coastal conservation group

(D) One representative froma coastal econom c devel opnent group

(E) One representative froman educational institution;

(F) Two representatives from energy industries or organizations,
one of which nust be fromthe coast;

(G One person representing coastal recreation;

(H) One person representing coastal recreational fishing;

(1) One person representing coastal shellfish aquacul ture;

(J) One representative fromthe coastal shipping industry;

(K) One representative froma science organi zati on;

(L) One representative from the coastal Wshington sustainable
sal non partnership;

(M One representative froma coastal port; and

(N) One representative from each outer coast nmarine resources
commttee, to be selected by the mari ne resources conmttee.

(b) The Washington coastal marine advisory council shall adopt
byl aws and operating procedures that may be nodified fromtinme to tine
by the council

(3) The Washington coastal nmarine advisory council may invite
state, tribal, |ocal governnents, federal agencies, scientific experts,
and others with responsibility for the study and managenent of coast al
and ocean resources or regulation of coastal and ocean activities to
designate a liaison to the council to attend council neetings, respond

to council requests for technical and policy information, perform
col | aborative research, and review any draft materials prepared by the
counci | . The council may also invite representatives from other

coastal states or Canadi an provinces to participate, when appropri ate,
as nonvoti ng nmenbers.

(4) The chair of the Washington coastal marine advisory council
must be nom nated and elected by a mgjority of council nenbers. The
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term of the chair is one year, and the position is eligible for
reel ection. The agenda for each neeting nust be developed as a
col | aborative process by council nenbers.

(5) The termof office of each nmenber appointed by the governor is
four years. Menbers are eligible for reappointnent.

(6) The Washi ngton coastal narine advisory council shall utilize a
consensus approach to decision naking. The council may put a decision
to a vote anong council nenbers, in the event that consensus cannot be
reached. The council nust include in its byl aws gui delines describing
how consensus wor ks and when a | ack of consensus anong council menbers
will trigger a vote.

(7) Consistent with available resources, the Wshington coasta
mari ne advisory council may hire a neutral convener to assist in the
performance of the council's duties, including but not limted to the
di ssem nation of information to all parties, facilitating selected
tasks as requested by the council nenbers, and facilitation of setting
nmeeti ng agendas.

(8) The departnment of ecology shall provide admnistrative and
primary staff support for the Wshington coastal narine advisory
counci | .

(9) The Washington coastal marine advisory council nust neet at
| east twi ce each year or as needed.

(10) A mpjority of the nmenbers of the Washington coastal marine
advi sory council constitutes a quorumfor the transaction of busi ness.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. A newsectionis added to chapter 43.143 RCW
to read as foll ows:

(1) The duties of the WAshington coastal narine advisory counci
established in section 1 of this act are to:

(a) Serve as a forum for communi cation concerning coastal waters
i ssues, including issues related to: Resource managenent; shellfish
aquacul ture; marine and coastal hazards; ocean energy; open ocean
aquacul ture; coastal waters research; education; and other coastal
mari ne-rel ated i ssues.

(b) Serve as a point of contact for, and collaborate with, the
federal governnent, regional entities, and other state governnents
regardi ng coastal waters issues.

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(c) Provide a forum to discuss coastal waters resource policy,
pl anni ng, and managenent issues; provide either reconmendations or
nmodi fi cations, or both, of principles, and, when appropriate, nediate
di sagreenents.

(d) Serve as an interagency resource to respond to issues facing
coastal comunities and coastal waters resources in a collaborative
manner .

(e) ldentify and pursue public and private funding opportunities
for the progranms and activities of the council and for relevant
progranms and activities of nmenber entities.

(f) Provide recomendations to the governor, the |egislature, and
state and | ocal agencies on specific coastal waters resource nmanagenent
i ssues, including:

(i) Annual recomendations regarding coastal nmarine spatia
pl anni ng expenditures and projects, including uses of the marine
resources stewardship trust account created in RCW 43. 372. 070;

(1i) Principles and standards required for energing new coasta
uses;

(ti1) Data gaps and opportunities for scientific research
addressi ng coastal waters resource nmanagenent i ssues;

(1v) Inplenmentation of Washi ngton's ocean acti on plan 2006;

(v) Developnent and inplenmentation of coast-wde goals and
strategies, including nmarine spatial planning; and

(vi) A coastal perspective regardi ng cross-boundary coastal issues.

(2) I'n making reconmendations under this section, the Washington
coastal marine advisory council shall consider:

(a) The principles and policies articulated in Washington's ocean
action plan; and

(b) The protection and preservation of existing sustainable uses
for current and future generations, including econom c stakehol ders
reliant on marine waters to stabilize the vitality of the coastal
econony.

Sec. 3. RCW43.372.070 and 2012 ¢ 252 s 4 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) The marine resources stewardship trust account is created in
the state treasury. All receipts from incone derived from the
i nvest nent of anmpunts credited to the account, any grants, gifts, or
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donations to the state for the purposes of marine managenent pl anni ng,
mari ne spatial planning, data conpil ation, research, or nonitoring, and
any appropriations made to the account nust be deposited in the
account. Mneys in the account may be spent only after appropriation.

(2) Expenditures fromthe account nmay only be used for the purposes
of marine managenent planning, marine spatial planning, research,
nmonitoring, and i nplenentation of the mari ne managenent pl an.

(3) Until July 1, 2016, expenditures fromthe account nmay only be
used for the purposes of:

(a) Conducting ecosystem assessnent and mapping activities in
marine waters consistent with RCW 43.372.040(6) (a) and (c), with a
focus on assessnment and nmapping activities related to nmarine resource
uses and devel opi ng potential econom c opportunities;

(b) Developing a nmarine nmanagenent plan for the state's coasta
waters as that termis defined in RCW43. 143. 020; and

(c) Coordination under the west coast governors' agreenent on ocean
heal th, entered into on Septenber 18, 2006, and other regi onal planning
efforts consistent with RCW 43. 372. 030.

(4) Expenditures from the account on_ projects and activities
relating to the state's coastal waters, as defined in RCWA43.143. 020,
nust _be_ nmade, to_the maxi num extent possible, consistent wth_the
recommendations of the WAshi ngton coastal nmarine advisory council _as
provided in section 2 of this act. If expenditures relating to coastal
waters are nade in_a manner that differs substantially from the
Washi ngton coastal nmarine advisory council's recommendations, the
responsi ble agency receiving the appropriation_ shall provide the
council and_appropriate conmttees of the legislature with a witten
expl anat i on.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 4. (1) The Washington marine resources advi sory
council is created within the office of the governor.
(2) The Washington marine resources advisory council is conposed

of :

(a) The governor, or the governor's designee, who shall serve as
the chair of the council;

(b) The comm ssioner of public lands, or the comm ssioner's
desi gnee;
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(c) Two nenbers of the senate, appointed by the president of the
senate, one fromeach of the two | argest caucuses in the senate;

(d) Two nmenbers of the house of representatives, appointed by the
speaker of the house of representatives, one from each of the two
| ar gest caucuses in the house of representatives;

(e) One representative of federally recognized Indian tribes with
reservations lying within or partially within counties bordering the
outer coast, if selected by action of all of the governing bodies of
all federally recognized Indian tribes in such an area;

(f) One representative of federally recognized Indian tribes with
reservations lying within or partially wthin counties bordering Puget
Sound, if selected by action of all of the governing bodies of all
federally recogni zed Indian tribes in such an area;

(g) One representative of each of the follow ng sectors, appointed
by the governor:

(i) Commercial fishing;

(11) Recreational fishing;

(ti1) Marine recreation and tourism other than fishing;

(1v) Coastal shellfish growers;

(v) Puget Sound shellfish growers;

(vi) Marine businesses; and

(vii) Conservation organi zations;

(h) The chair of the Washi ngton state conservation comm ssion, or
the chair's designee;

(i) One representative appointed by the | argest statew de genera
agricultural association;

(j) One representative appointed by the | argest statew de business
associ ati on;

(k) The chair of the Washi ngton coastal marine advi sory council;

(1) The chair of the |eadership council of the Puget Sound
part ner shi p;

(m The director of the departnent of ecol ogy;

(n) The director of the departnent of fish and wildlife; and

(o) The chair of the Northwest Straits comm ssion.

(3) The governor shall invite the participation of the follow ng
entities as nonvoting nenbers:

(a) The national oceanic and at nospheric adm nistration; and
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(b) Academ c institutions conducting scientific research on ocean
acidification.

(4) The governor shall make the appointnents of the menbers under
subsection (2)(g) of this section by Septenber 1, 2013.

(5 Any nenber appointed by the governor may be renoved by the
governor for cause.

(6) A mpjority of the voting nenbers of the Washington marine
resources advisory council constitute a quorum for the transaction of
busi ness.

(7) The chair of the Washington marine resources advi sory counci
shal | schedul e neetings and establish the agenda. The first neeting of
the counci|l rnust be schedul ed by Novenber 1, 2013. The council shall
nmeet at |east tw ce per calendar year. At each neeting the counci
shall afford an opportunity to the public to coment upon agenda itens
and other matters relating to the protection and conservation of the
state's ocean resources.

(8) The WAshi ngton marine resources advisory council shall have the
foll owm ng powers and duti es:

(a) To maintain a sustainable coordinated focus, including the
i nvol venent of and the col | aboration anong all |evels of governnent and
nongovernnental entities, the private sector, and citizens by
increasing the state's ability to work to address inpacts of ocean
acidification;

(b) To advise and work with the University of Washi ngton and ot hers
to conduct ongoing technical analysis on the effects and sources of
ocean acidification. The recommendations nust identify a range of
actions necessary to inplenent the recomendations and take into
consideration the differences between instate inpacts and sources and
out-of -state inpacts and sources;

(c) To deliver recommendations to the governor and appropriate
commttees in the Washi ngton state senate and house of representatives
that nust include, as necessary, any mnority reports requested by a
counci | menber ;

(d) To seek public and private funding resources necessary, and the
commtnment of other resources, for ongoing technical analysis to
support the council's recomendations; and

(e) To assist in conducting public education activities regarding

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the inpacts of and contributions to ocean acidification and regardi ng
inpl ementation strategies to support the actions adopted by the
| egi sl ature.

(9) This section expires June 30, 2017.
